saving the lives of numberless young 
salmon and trout, besides providing a 
savoury dish; for a stuffed pike, properly 
baked, is a good, wholesome food. 

Tenches, as the poet says, are a blessing 
to the common folk—and, for that matter, 
to all sensible persons who take the 
trouble to clean and cook them properly. 
The bleak is not a native of Ireland, but 
certainly ought to be introduced to our 
more nor“ streams, if only to provide 
the youth of the country with a rival to 
the “ pinkeen.” The shad are not suffi- 
ciently widely distributed to be of general 
interest. To obtain the best results, these 
fish must be*cooked as soon as possible. 

I have eaten three large perch caught 
in the neighbourhood of Dublin and found 
them delicious. The flesh was white and 
firm, much resembling trout. Many peich 
are netted in Ireland and thrown away, 
since they occupy space destined for trout. 


Variety. 


There is a movement on foot nowadays 
to induce people to be more experimental 
in the choice of foodstuffs. A dinner was 
held recently in the Jardin d’Acclimata- 
tion in Paris, at which fried locusts and 
grilled whale steak we:; eaten, and the 
enterprising diners declared that there are 
few members of the animal kingdom unfit 
for human consumption. It is probably 
prejudice which stands between us and 
many a succulent dish. For example, 
squirrels are said to be excellent eating ; 
yet, although there is a campaign for 
their destruction as pests in England at 
present, nobody eats them. Probably one 
of the greatest experimentalists in the 
matter of strange food is the famous 
naturalist and curator of the London 
** Zoo,’’ Mr. Frank Buckland, who is said 
to have eaten his way through the whole 
menagerie, from jaguars to crocodiles, 
without any ill effects. 


Ghe Police Whistle.

Cork’s Last Dockyard. 


Cork, when at the height of its prosperity 
as a shipping centre, had half a dozen 
shipyards, One by one these have suc- 
cumbed to declining trade conditions, and 
now the last one left is about to be closed 
down. It is known as Wheeler’s Dockyard, 
and was opened as long ago as 1860, when 
the first vessel to enter it was a Scots 
steamer called John Bell. It was purchased 
and reconstructed by Furness, Withy and 
Company in 1920, but now, after seventy 
years of useful existence, during which 
Wheeler’s Dock has proved its worth to 
the port of Cork, it will be dropped into 
disuse. Within the last few days even 
members of the permanent staff have re- 
ceived notice terminating their engagement 
within a month. Apart from other con- 
siderations, the loss of employment to 
Munster will be considerable.

Joffre as Academician. 


A year ago the French Academy had 
two Marshals, both regular in their 
attendance at the meetings of ‘‘ the illus- 
trious company '”-—Fc . and Joffre. Of 
these it has been remarked that Joffre sat 
silent during the literary discussions, 
such as the admission of words to the 
dictionary; while Foch took an active, 
and even animated, part. The sole 
occasion on which Joffre broke silence 1s 
worth mention. The story is told by the 
late Count Robert de Flers, himself a 
member of the Academy,. and a prominent 


‘contributor to-the Figaro: 


The word -under discussion was jar- 
diniére, and there was general agreement 
that it ought tobe struck out of the dic- 
tionary in the sense of a small country 
vehicle.

| ACotor Sciatica. 


Many drivers.of motor cars sit with the 
window of the sedan cpen. The practice 
allows a constant t of cold air to 
strike the shoulder. According to the 
Scientific American, Dr. Rathelot; a 
well-known French physician, claims that 
this habit causes a condition, now 
developing with increasing uency— 
neuritis in the sholilder, pain 
appears in the shoulder “and radiates 
towards the neck and the back. Cold and 
damp weather makes it: more severe, and 
people who are subject to rheumatic dis- 
orders are more likely to be sufferers than 
others. Dr. Rathelot describes the dis- 
order as sciatica of the arm, because it is 
similar to sciatica in the aged, due to 
inflammation of the nerves supplying the 
region concerned. He has not seen a case 
with drivers of open cars. The disorder 
invariably occurs with drivers of closed 
vehicles who keep the window béside them 
open.

Charles Robert Maturin. 


Born in Dublin just over a century and 
a half ago, the v. Charles Maturin, 
although remembered now only by 
scholars, numbered among his admirers 
such famous writers as Victor Hugo, 
Byron, Scott and Rossetti. He distin- 
guished himself early at Trinity, and, 
having entered the Church, became curate 
of Loughrea and afterwards of St. Peter’s, 
Dublin. To increase his narrow mcome of 
£80 a year he prepared scholars for college 
and wrote an d collection of literary 
“ shockers’’ under the name of “ Dennis 
Jaspar Murphy.” In 1816 his tragedy. 
‘* Bertram,’’ was an unexpected success at 
Drury Lane, and obtained influential 
praise. Fortune did not linger with him, 
however, and the later period of his life 
was a severe struggle for existence. The 
idiosyncracies of this strange, gaunt Irish- 
man are his chief claim to remembrance. 
It is said that during his brief period of 
popularity he became so fond of dancing 
that he ordered his windows to. be 
shuttered by daylight so that he might 
indulge in the pastime by candlelight ; 
that he painted his face with cosmetics ; 
that he used to compose with a wafer 
pasted on his forehead as a signal against 
interruption, and that he was so absent- 
minded as to appear in the street with a 
boot on one foot and a shoe on the other. 


The Kiilineu Views.

A Fearless Pilot. 


Captain C. D. Barnard, who is making 
satisfactory progress since his crash near 
Tripoli, is one of the most fearless of 
pilots. He has had several accidents, but 
his nerve remains unbroken, and nothing 
interferes with his love of adventure It 
will be recalled that he piloted the 
Duchess of Bedford in her flight to the 
Cape. Last autumn Captain Barnard 
made a non-stop flight to North Africa, 
and at the time of last week’s mishap he 
was on his way to Tanganyika with the 
Earl of Lovelace. Soon after the War, 
when the trip occupied four days, Captain 
Barnard made a flight to Morocco, with a 
broken arm that was only partially set. 
His most terrifying adventure was in 1919, 
when he was badly burned, and was blind 
for five weeks as the result of an air 
accident, Nine months after the accident 
Captain Barnard insisted upon being 
carried to an aeroplane, He was lifted 
into the cockpit and flew off.

The Death-Watch, 


That inveterate cestroyer of timber, the 
death-watch beetle, has now turned its 
attention, I see, to the church of 
St. Bartholomew the Gueat, London’s 
oldest parish church, Fortunately, its 
depredations have been discovered in time, 
and renovations are now being effected. 
This tiny pest works in a peculiar way. 
Both as larva and beetle it tunnels through 
the timber and turns the stoutest of oak 
beams into mere powder.

EXPERIENCES OF A 
SOUDANESE. 


o-—-- 


The speaker at the meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday was a coloured man, 
who was born in the Soudan and who suffered 
slavery in his early youth. He was Mr. H. 
Masha Kathish, now living at Sculthorpe, in 
Lincolnshire. His subject was “ Slavery,”’ 
~ i he won the sympathy of those who heard 
ium, 

Slavery, he said, arose from the inordinate 
love of possession, and it brought about the 
greatest misery and degradation to which a 
human being could be subjected. It was an 
— to God and man to keep in bondage for 
ife. 

That was what Abyssinia was doing now. 
Men were carried off into the mountainous 
regions of that country to become the property 
of Arabs, Turks and Egyptians. 


GENERAL GORDON'S EXPEDITION. 

His own country, which was once so 
wealthy, had been desolated by the scourge of 
slavery. Live stock as well as men had a 
carried off in those cruel raids, which terrified 
even the animals. Out of a thousand in- 
habitants of his native village only fifty had 
escaped, including his father and himself. 

His father and himself subsequently re: 
turned, and the Arabs killed his father and 
carried himself into slavery. He was marked 
with a gash on the cheek, and was sold for 
six yards of calico, which was worth ls. 3d. 
He snfiered cruel bondage for three and a 
half years, mntil General Gordon sent up an 
expedition from Khartoum in 1878. He re- 
a his freedom and came to England in 

SIX MILLIONS IN BONDAGE. 

There were still five million or six million 
human beings in slavery. Liberia, like +e 
sinia, was still a slave-making country. e 
League of Nations was doing noble work to 
eliminate this scourge from the earth—a 
system that was demoralising the whole 
human species.

if elected—will be introduced again at tne 


General Synod of 1931, and Churchwomen 
all over Ireland are looking forward to the 
day when it will be incorporated in the 
Constitution of their Church. 

Much remains to be done between now 
and the meeting of the Synod in May next 
to gain sufficient support for the bill, and 
the first and most important step in the 
matter is to bring about a great increase 
in the number of women registered on the 
general vestries of our Irish churches. Every 
woman who subscribes—even a very smail 
amount—to the funds of her church is 
entitled to have her name entered on this 
list, and every Churchwoman should sve 
that this is done. ‘Then, if all women 
members of the Church who believe in and 
desire the increased opportunities for ser- 
vics offered to them by the provisions of 
the bil) will join in a real effort to gain 
support for it among their fellow Church- 
people throughout Ireland, it will surely 
meet with success. 

Very few would deny that women have 
earned the right to a place in the counci.s 
of their Church by generations of loyal and 
willing service. It only remains, then, to 


prove that they are really anxious to serve: 


that Church in positions of greater responsi- 
bility than are open to them at present.

ianoforte at the Royal Irish Academy of 

usic. When he left the Academy, his chief 
reason for going, was understood to be, the 
difficulty of sara his Dublin work with 
other work to which he attached importance 
—namely, that involved in his membership 
of a chamber music trio. The Royal Dublin 
Society, by inviting the du Chastain Trio to 
give recitals at Ballsbridge yesterday, en. 
abled Dublin musicians to appreciate the 
rightness of his decision. M. du Chastain is 
in his element in chamber music. 

His partners in the group are Robert 
Seétens (violin) and Jacques Gaillard ('cello), 
Both of these colleagues are artists of skill 
and refined feeling, and their work yesterday 
was delightful in every respect. It may be 
supposed, however, that M. du Chastain is 
the leading spirit of the group. He was not 
unduly predominant, and there was a perfect. 
co-operation of the three members; in smal! 
points, nevertheless, it is possible, almost 
always in the performances of such groups 
to detect the source of the unifying influence, 

Beginning with a trio by Haydn, the after. 
noon recital included two of the best, knowa 
works for this AC combination of in. 
struments—Schu ‘s Trio in B flat major, 
and Tchaikowsky’s Trio, Op. 50, “To the 
memory of a great artist.” For some years 
to come no performance of the Schubert trio 
can be separated from comparison with that 
of the famous Cortot-Thibaud-Casals group. 
Not leaving that performance out of re- 
membrance, I felt. that the interpretation by 
the du Chastain Trio reached the highest point 
of art, and could not be excelled for en- 
joyability. The serene beauty of Schubert's 
music was reflected in the purity and exquisits 
refinement of tone heard from all three 
players. It may be doubted whether more 
artistic trio playing has ever been heard in 
Dublin. Every phrase was perfect in shape 


and accent, 

' TCHAIKOWSK Y. 

After hearing the group s interpretation of 
the Schubert work, one sat back, without 
harbouring any question of the players’ coim- 
petence to enjoy the Tchaikowsky trio. In 
the latter work there are probably more 
difficulties of the kind that are called 
technical—meaning obstacles that demand 
skill and agility in execution—but there is 
less call on the players’ fund of artisti« 
feeling. One could feel guite confident of 
receiving from the du Chastain Trio the 
fullest measure of every effect intended by the 


‘composer, 


Tchaikowsky’s trio, though sparkling with 
brilliant and charming ideas and phases, is 
not of the highest order of music. As & 
memorial to the composer, Nicholas Rubin- 


stein, it begins with a movement elegiac in — 


character, which is perfectly appropriate. 
The remainder of the work, consisting of a 
theme and a long series of variations, does 
not maintain the same high spirit. The varia- 
tions are marvels of cleverness, but some of 
them. considering the setting in which they 
are placed, are almost lcivalona in tone. A 
composer of finer feeling would not have 
included the waltz and mazurka sections, neat 
and polished though they are. It is, never- 
theless, brilliantly effective music in every 
bar. That Tchaikowsky should be so 
successful when he chose to write for the 
combination of pianoforte with strings is 
curious, when his recorded dislike of it in 
earlier life is remembered. Fortunately for 
art, this is not the only instance of a mans 
giving brilliant proof of the fallibility of 
human judgment. :

NEW INDUSTRY IN 
DUBLIN. 


CHROMIUM PLATING 
WORKS OPENED. 


Endless work can be saved the housewife 
and motorist alike by the introduction inte 
Ireland of machinery for chromium plating. 
The new process had been introduced by the 
directors of Messrs. Lincoln and Nolan, Ltd., 
motor deaiers, Lower Baggot street, Dublin, 
who have formed a new company, Kuown as 
the Irish Nickei and Chromium Plating Com- 
pany, with otfices and works at 55 Westland 
row, Dublin. 

Cromium plating is extensively used in the 
manufactore of motor cars and cycles, and 1% 
can also be used to advantage in the home, 
Articles—and all articles which are con- 
ductors of electricity can be treated by the 
new. process—which have been chromium 
plated are easily kept clean and will not be 
affected by dampness or mud, nor will they 
suffer from rust. In England chromium 
plating is used to a large extent on tram- 
cars, and even policemen’s, buttons are 
treated with it. 

THE NEW WORKS. 

Hitherto to have this work done it was 
necessary to send to England. 

The works of the new company are fitted 
in an up-to-date manner, and the machinery, 
which was supplied by Messrs. Canning and 
Bermingham, of London, is similar to that 
used in the Austin and Morris works. In the 
works an article can be chromium plated in 
about an hour and a half. 

The machinery was set in moton for the 
first time yesterday by the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, who examined the premises and 
watched a number of articles undergoing the 
process of being chromium plated. 


OFFICIAL OPENING. 

The Lord Mayor, in opening the plant, sa‘ 
that he hoped the business commumty of 
Dublin would give every encouragement to 
the men who had shown initiative and 
courage in imtroducing the plant to tie 
country. He trusted that before sending 
work to ather countries for chromium pene 
urposes the ple would give the Dublin 
Ma test. He believed that if they did so 
they would be perfectly satisfied with the 
results, and would not send any further wor 
to foreign lands. He was satisfied that the 
Government, public boards, and the business 
men of the State would give the company 
the support that it deserved.

Lovett, a director of Messrs. Workman, 
Clark (1928), Ltd., stated:—‘*I would like 
to have referred to the earnest endeavour 
being made by our neighbours in the Free 
State to pull things together. They may not 
be allowed to succeed, but, with God's help 
and a little bir of luck, 1 believe they are 
going to make a huge success of their portion 
of our mutual country.” Wy 

Mr. Lovett spoke cf the serious condition 
of British industry at present, and said :—tn 
this present state of British industry, politics, 
both by Governmental and local sdmimstra- 
tive bodies, are taking a tremendous and 
totally amwarranted band. Our Government 
is in many cases making idleness pay, and 
in conjunction with our jocal administrative 
bodies is spending our capital and reserves on 
unproductive work. Sentiment, uncéntrolied 
by reason, has stimulated the nation to assist 
the people at the expense of the taxpayer. 
The interests of all our people in wnemploy- 
ment, in sickness and in old age must. 
cared for, but, instead of limiting this assist- 
ance to the strict uecessaries of life, our 
modern legislation has given them so mu 
help out of the public purse that many of 
them are better off than people earmug 4 
living by their own exertions. 

THE POLITICIANS’ PROMISES. 

In the present electorate there are twelve 
electors who do not pay income tax facmg 
one elector who does pay income tax, and 
the party politicians’ promises to the twelve 
can only be fulfilled at the expense of im- 
dustry. The politician, in buying votes with 
promises, bas gradually imposed on the cost 
of production charges which are too heavy 
for industry to bear. 

The agricultural problem has not been con- 
sidered, and yet this is our greatest industry, 
and the one on which national attention must 
first be directed. What recommendations 
will be made here no one can at present tell, 
bat rt seems evident to me that means will 
have to be obtained for increased tillage. 
This problem must be tackled and helped oy 
the Government, as m# is the basis of 
industry; and the farmers themselwes, by 
abandoning the eight o'clock ia the morning 
start and getting back to their half- five 
start, will do a lot to help in this direction. 
We are, indeed, all living too soft, and are 
educating our children in subjects that will 
tend to make them feel unkindly towards 
manual labour.

The economic rent 
of the gre storey, four-roomed concrete block 
cottage’ works out at 7s. or Ta. 6d. a week, 
which is the very limit of what the ordmary 
working man could afford to pry in rent.

One member said 
what was in the minds of the Housing Com- 
mittee was to build a better type of house in 
the main streets when the demand for the 
cheaper house had been satisfied. Another 
member of the Committee pointed out that 
some of the ses described as “ eye-sores ’’ 
were pot in the possession of the Corporation, 
but would have to be acquired, and the Com- 
mittee’s policy was 4o build first on sites in 
the Corporation's hands. Within the next 
few years they hoped ‘to acquire these other 
sites and build houses on them, which would 
be in conformity with the dwellings en either 
side of them. 

In pursuance of this policy, which, in all 
the circumstances, seems the wisest one, the 
Drogheda Carporation’s Housing Committee 
have effected a very valuable compromise ‘be- 
tween the urgent need for houses and the 
sesthetic demands of town-planning.

‘labour “under its handicap. Though 
ultimately, if the scheme marches with- 
out interruption to its end, the financial 
balance sheets of the nations will show a 
finality of adjustment which will rejoice 
the heart of the chartered accountant, we 
may wonder with Herr Dietrich, Mr. 
-Wiggin and couritless others if the effort 
is worth while. Indeed, since America 
herself is beginning to find that the 
receipt of dollars is no adequate exchange 
for a diminishing export trade, the 
question almost ceases to arise. 

It must not be supposed that the United 
States Government will act at once on Mr. 
Wiggin’s recommendation. On. the con- 
trary, there is much to hinder such 
promptitude. The symptoms that Mr. 
Wiggin recognises as due to the effects of 
reparations payments—dwindling business 
and unemployment—are sufficient to cause 
a perpetuation of the evil; for to the 
masses dollars are dollars, and their sur- 
render would connote a greater poverty. 
Moreover, the citizens of the United States 
of America have: been educated for many 
years to regard the collection of money 


stance as a moral duty. Thus a suggestion 
in Congress that the United States should 
waive reparations would create a storm 
throughout the country, and might spell 
years of ostracism for the party that had 
mooted it. Yet it is true that in the United 
States great deference is paid by the 
Government and public alike to the views 
of “ Big Business,” ani? one day. we may 
expect that some move will be made to. 
review the whole matter of international 
indebtedness. Probably nothing more than 
a mitigation can be anticipated, but, every 
‘little will help. Sit Josiah Stamp, dis- 
cussing Mr. Wiggin’s speech, has re- 
marked: ‘‘ Any action by America in the 
direction of debt reduction under the 
Young Plan would be reflected in Germany 
and might help her to recover.” : 

It is fortunate that the question has 
been: raised in the United States by 
Americans who are concerned only with 
their own future; for any plea by 
Europe would be undignified. Furthermore, 
a little endurance ought to render any 
begging unnecessary, Already—again we 
quote Mr. Wiggin—it is realised in respon- 
sible circles in the United States that the 
subject “‘ has an importance far beyond 
the dollar magnitude of the debts in- 
volved.’’ Indeed, the situation is a 
strange revenge of history; for American 
industries to-day are being choked by 
gold from Europe as three hundred years 
earlier the gold from the New World 
brought. unexpected ruin to Spain. In 
those days the principles of international 
credit, were understood but vaguely, and 
Spain persisted in her mistake. Modern 
America is not likely to perpetuate the 
same error, Her foreign bond market is 
much congested, and her bankers are aware 
that she cannot become again a good bond. 
seller for foreign bonds until Europe once 
more is on her feet. This happy day 
cannot come while the balance of credit is 
hapelessly overweighted by the concentra- 
tion of the metal in the United States, and

In fact, 
the dislocation of the international fiscal 
system caused by these shipments of 
bullion is more damaging than the drain

Fortunately, Dublin can provide 
warm hearts and quick brains, as well as 
cold douches. Promptly the Seamen’: 
Institute fed the ejected families, and th: 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, summoned by tele 
phone, was promptly on the scene. I. 
the twinkling of an eye, by his instruc 
tion, the Mansion House was turned intc | 
a hotel. The Free State Army’s head- 
quarters supplied blankets, and soon fiftv 
men, women and children were lodge 
comfortably in the oak room and billia: 
room, which in their long record ‘« 
hospitality never can have known mor 
grateful guests. Alderman Dr.. Myl- 
Keogh gave medical help, and otle 
Councillors made themselves useful. 
During the small hours of yesterday morn- 
ing another water main burst in the same 
crowded locality ; half a dozen houses were 
flooded, and their tenants were forced into 
the street. The two mains have been 
repaired; but it seems that the flooded 
houses will not be habitable for some 
days, and that, until then, the ‘evicted 
tenants will be lodged and boarded at the 
Mansion House. . T’ » Lord Mayor testifies 
to the help which he has received from 
friendly citizens, and the city’s warmest 
thanks are due to himself. In such acts 
of kindness he is a true representative of 
the best elements of all our classes and 
creeds, We wish that some measure of 
Alderman Byrne’s humanity could be im- 
parted to the conduct of industrial disputes 
which threaten the city’s welfare, 


French Rugby. 


The Porra incident .s an unhappy re- 
minder of the spirit that characterises the 
present rift in French Augby, Porra, the 
Lyons hooker, was selected to play against 
Ireland cn the understanding that he should 
resign from his club, the F.C. de Lyon, 
which is one of the rebel Douze. When he 
appeared at Colomtes on New Year’s 
Day it was supposed by the authorities that 
he had complied with the condition. In 
fact, ho made a most promising début, and 
for the first time for several years France, 
as a result of his prowess, enjoyed a fair 
share of the ball from the scrums. On the 
following Sunday, however, the wayward 
Porra played for the F.C. de Lyon against 
the Stade Nantais in the Tournoi des 
Douze. An explanation was demanded im- 
mediately, but nothing satisfactory was 
forthcoming, and now he has been . 
from the side that will meet Scotland on 
January 24th. We make no comment on 
Porra’s behaviour, but we cannot avoid the 
conviction that the Federation has not dis- 
played the quintessence of tact in the 
handling of its difficulties with les Douze. 
These clubs resigned from the Federation 
only because they held, as most people in 
these islands hold, that French Rugby was 
being brutalised and ruined by the 
methods of the official championnat, and 
hence they deserve sympathy from all 
sportsmen. Moreover, for the purposes of 
international matches, they placed their 
members at the disposal of the Federation, 
whose answer was to select two of them on 
the aforesaid condition. Porra dealt with 
the offer in the manner that we have men- 
tioned ; Majérus refused point blank. The 
probable result of the quarrel—indeed, 
already a stern manifesto to referees fore- 
shadows it—will be that the Federation 
will bestir itself to set its house in order. 
We hope that, when French Rughy has 
been purified of its unpleasant elements, 
Frenchmen will not forget that such 
success is due to the courage of the clubs 
which risked much for its sake.

Francs—Gold and Paper. 


The result of the case which is being 
heard by the French Court of Appeal in 
Paris to-day will be awaited with great 
interest by those people who were un- 
fortunate enough to take shares in French 
loans during the War. The Freneh sub- 
scribers to a loan raised by the City of 
Tokyo demand payment of interest in 
= francs, but Tokyo pleads that the 
oan should be repaid in France at the 
present rate, since there was no mention 
of gold franes in the contract. The French 
contend that the depreciation in the franc 
does not afiect international payment, and 
demand that the interest shall be paid in 
old francs. This is the position assumed 
y British shareholders in French war 
loans, but, though the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer twice has protested against the 
“nea of capital and interest in pa 
rancs, the French Government as 
refused to accept his suggestions of fairer 
treatment. | 


Mr. “ Bobby" Jones. 


The recent declaration of the United 
States Amateur Golfiing Association that 
Mr. “ Bobby ' Jones is no longer an 
amateur is anlikely to have much effect 
on his membership of the famous Royal 
and Ancient Golf Club. Provost Boase, 
Chairman of the Championsh _ Committee 
of the Club, declaics that no notification 
has been received of the decision, and the 
club has not be consulted. He main- 
tained that the decision did not affect. in 
any way Mr. Jones s position as a member 
of the Royal and Ancient, and that the 
whole affair concerned America alone. The 
only chance that it has to come before tho 
Royal and Ancient will occur if = '-. Jones 
returns to this country and enters for a 
champtonship event. It is thought, how- 
ever, that he is quite unlikely to compete 
again in a golf championship. 


Lotteries in England. 

Mrs. A. J. McCorquodale, who in public 
life is “ Barbara Cartland,’’ a novelist, 
had planned a big Derby ballot competi- 
tion for the benefit of several London 
hospitals ; but she has been compelled to 
drop the scheme, having been warned by 
the Charity Commissioners that any such 
ballot will be illegal under the Lottery 
Act. The proposal was that the hospitals 
would receive fifty per cent. of the money 
derived from the sale of the tickets, while 
the remainder would go to prizes and ex- 
penses. Mrs. McCorquodale had collected 
over one thousand pounds, but she “E 
be” that all the money which she could 

ave secured will go now to Ireland for 
the next hospital sweepstake. 


Brazilian Bonds. 


Brazilian Government Bonds experienced 

a sharp rise all round ón the London Stock 
Sachem to-day, in consequence of the 
news that Sir Otto Niemeyer, of the Bank 
of England, was about to go to Brazil to 
advise the Governmént on a wide scheme 
of financial reorganisation. It will be 
recalled that Sir Otto has returned only 
recently from a similar mission to 
Australia, when he thoroughly investi- 
gated the financial problems of the 
Commonwealth. To-day rises of two or 
three points were common, though there 
Was no very great amount of business ; 
but the dealers decided upon a general 
marking up of prices as a matter of policy 
and safety.

At a sitting of the Railway Tribunal in 
Dublin Castle yesterday, Judge O’Brien pre- 
siding, the Great Southern Railways Compan) 
applied for new exceptional rates exceea- 
ing 40 per cent. below the standard for cer- 
tain items of traffic by merchandise traius ; 
for special arrangements as to charges for live 
stock and telegrapl materials, and for new 
exceptional rates for certain items oí traffic 
by passenger train. 

Mr. Michael Hanrahan, giving evidence on 
behalf of the Great Southern Kailways Com- 
pany, said that they had had several inter- 
views with representatives of the Southern 
Ireland Millers’ Organisation, which had a 
certain measure of success. On account of 
varied interests they were unable to agree 
in all cases, and considered that further meet- 
ings with the millers were unnecessary. A 
decision had been reached by the Railway 
Company as to what they considered fair and 
reasonable regarding all rates discussed. 
Particulars of these rates were being pre- 
pared at present and would be submitted, it 


They would await agreemnt or other- 
wise, and submit the list to the Railway 
Tribunal, 

DINGLE MILLER’S COMPLAINT.
